VOTE ON CASE NOT YET IN SIGHT

Washington, D. C., Feb: 2. [Special 
‘William Lorimer made an adroit appeal to 
the senate today to retain him by a bipartisag 
combination as a member of its chamber. 

It was such an appeal as Senator Mitchell 
of Oregon made in the senate on Jan. 17, 1905, 
when he proclaimed his innocence of the 
charge of violating the statute which inhibits 
a member of congress from participating in 
profit from law practice before any depart- 
ment ot the government. While Mitchell was 
speaking he was engaging in a plot to re- 
move evidence incriminating him. His con 
duct was subsequently exposed, and he was 
convicted, dying before final action was taken 
by the courts. 

When Mitchell concluded, many of his audi- 
tors were ‘weeping, senators grouped about 
him shaking bis hand, and many in the cham- 
ber who had believed him guilty were con- 
vinced of his innocence. 


Tears and Cheers Mingle. 

So with Lorimer today. When he finished _ 
his four hours’ address Senator Tillman's ~ 
cheeks were wet with tears, Senator Hale of 
Maine applauded him, Senator Bailey of 
Texas congratulated him, and members of 
the house who had listened to his defense 
extended him their cordial wishes that he 
should retain the seat he holds. . 

But there was not a senator in the cham- 
ber, not a spectator in the crowded galleries 
who knew the facts, that did not appreciate 
that Mr. Lorimer had failed absolutely to 
establish that hie election was not procured 
as the result of briber? and corruption. 

Not only did he contradict himself, but he 
made a number of statements directly at 
variance with the record of the testimony 
taken by the senate investigating commit- 
tee, and he deliberately and carefuly avoided 
any discussion of the confessions of White 
and Holstlaw and the damaging admissions 
of Beckemeyer and Link that money was 
paid to them following the casting of their 
vote for him for the United States senate. 
The case did not reach a vote and it is not 
expected that it will today.

this chamber during the discussion.” 

Today he declined to go so far. He said he 
did not believe” corruption brought about 
his election. 

*I say again on my word ae a men and on 
my word as senator,” he declared passion 
ately, that I am not guilty and that I have 
no knowledge, and that I had no knowledge 
in the remotest degree, that bribery and cor- 
ruption were practiced in securing @ seat for 
me in this body. And I do not believe, no 
matter what THE TRIBUNE says, no matter 
what they have been able to do through coer- 
cion in tHe state’s attorney's office im my 
county—I do not believe that votes were 
bought b by anybody to send me to this body.“ 


‘Sheds No New Light. 

‘So far as any new light upon the methode 
practiced in connection with election are 
concerned Mr. Lorimer shed none. 

Had he submitted himself to cross examina- 

tion by taking the stand before the investi- 
gating committee he could have been ques- 
tioned upon many points which he refused 
to speak upon. He could have been asked 
about his daily and hourly conferences with 
Lee O'Neil Browne, about the statement of 
Representative Shephard that he secured an 
absolute promise from Lorimer direct, be- 
fore he promised Lorimer to vote for him; 
about hie activities in connection with other 
members of the legislature; and about a 
thousand and one other matters which ap- 
pear in the testimony taken by the commit- 
tee. 


Deneen Could Have Been Called. 

It would have been possible—had Lorimer 
* ¢estified—for Gov. Deneen to have been called 
in rebuttal. Indeed, the name of Gov. De- 
deen was presented by counsel for THE TRIB- 
dun to the committee, which was told that 
de could disprove statements made by Lori- 
mer in his speech of May 28 last replying to 
charges filed against him—a speech similar 
to that Mr. Lorimer delivered today. 

The committee at that time said such testi- 


mon was immaterial unless Lorimer testi- 


fied, and declined to summon the governor. 

Today Senator Crawford asked Mr. Lori- 
mer why Mr. Deneen had not been called, to 
which the junior member from IHinois re- 
plied that it was not for him to make sugges- 
tions to the committee, although he well 
knew that his counsel had presented a list of 
witnesses to the committee. 

Moreover, it ie 4 matter of common knowl- 
edge that Mr. Lorimer was in frequent con- 
gultation with Senator Burrows. 

Mr. Lorimer alao claimed in his speech that 
meither he nor any one for him had ever 
spoken to a senator in his behalf, and yet 
there are few in Washington who have been 
following the case who are not aware of the 
fact that Hdward Hines, representative of 
the Weyerhaeuser interests, and other men 
representing corporations, have been active 
for his retention in the senate. Indeed, while 


Mr. Lorimer was speaking Mr. Hines, seated’ 


in the gallery, was following with the utmost 


eagerness every word he uttered. 


It was, of course, imposs!Ble to conduct any 
kind of a cross examination of Mr. Lorimer 
todey. Mr. Lorimer insisted he had no objec- 
tion to being questioned, but Senator Bur- 
rows suggested that he should be permitted 
to make his statements in order, and then at 
the close he might be interrogated. Senator 
Crawford was the only member of the senate 
to interrupt .Mr. Lorimer, and he was justi- 
fied in so doing since he and Senator Root of 
New York were the specia) targets of the 
Lorimer vehemence. 


His Series of Topics. 

40 the outset of his remarks Mr. Lorimer 
announced that he proposed to address him- 
self to the following questions: 

Did I organize the Illinois

Did I make Shurtleff speaker in order that 
3 be elected senator? 

make Lee O'Neil Browne 
5 minority 

Was Lee O'Neil Browne ke agent, my 
corrupt agent?

Mr. Lorimer answered all these questions 
at least to hie own satisfaction except that 
fe reference to-Shephard. 


Didm’*t Explain This Testimony. 
Apparently he thought it wise not to enter 
into an explanation of the following testi- 
mony given by Shephard: 
ald, ‘Mr. Lorimer, I have been asked 


you for United States senator, and that

Lorimer explains his presence in Sorme- 
field. during the session of the legislature 
when he was elected by the claim that he 
went there to secure lation to carry out 
the constitutional amendment in reference to 
the deep waterway project. 


Conflict with Earlier Speech. 

In his speech of last May, however, he used 
this expression: 

“In the outset I want to say that when 
I became interested in the senatorial con- 
test, I was in no sense of the word a can- 
didate for senator. I entered into the con- 
test with what was left of the Republican 
organization, to make a last stand against 
THE TRIBUNE newspaper combination 
What to do or how to do it we did not know. 
There was only a handful left, but there 
was one thing we were sure we could count 
on, and that wae that we would all stand 
or fall together. . Our friends merely 
took advantage of the fact that they were 
only ostensibly supporting the senator [Hop- 


_kins] while, like Micawber, they were wait- 


ing for something to turn up.“ 

And today Lorimer could not conceel the 
fact, in spite of his statement to the con- 
trary, that the weterway matter was only 
a part of the business in which he engaged 
in Springfield. 


Urged Deneen for Senator. 
“I talked with the governor,” he said,’ 
“and labored with him until along about the 
15th of March [the senatorial election was 
May 26), and about that time, he [Deneen] 


r thought he could take the place.“ 


These efforts continued until March 23, he 
and Roy West, “devoting our time, trying 
to put him [Deneen] in this body, and not 
to elect Lorimer to it. When the governor 
refused to be a candidate, I consulted him 
about many other men.’’ 

Indeed, Lorimer claimed Deneen as his 
sponsor for the senatorshfp. He said Mr. 
Deneen instructed his followers to vote for 
his, Lorimer’s, candidacy and subsequently 
canceled; this instruction. Many of them 
refused, however, to go back on their word. 

Mr. Lorimer insisted he could not have 
organized the legislature though he modestly 
admitted his ability to organize the deep 
waterway movement and displayed with 
pride a volume containing 50,000 names of 
persons whom he induced to support this 
project. 


Shows Deneen “Without Power.” 

To show that Deneen has no standing in 
the state, he said that his majority in 1908 
was 23,000. while that of Mr. Taft for the 
presidency was 179,000 and the vote for the 
constitutional amendment respecting the 
waterway was close to 000, Mr, Lorimer 
did not tell how he knifed Deneen in that 
campaign. 

Senator Lorimer uttered this expression: 

“IT have stated that I knew something 
about my election to this body, and I have 
stated what I knew about it, and what I 
have stated to you is the truth. andeven THE 
TRIBUN® will not dare to refute the statement: 
that these thirty-four Democrats voted for 
me for the reason that I have stated to you, 
and that they secured the balance of the 
Democratic vote and instead of Lee O’Neil 
Browne, who was friendly to me and who did 
help me, and to whom I am obligated—instead 
of him delivering these fifty-three Demo- 
cratic votes to me when I was elected United 
States senator, they, with their influence, 
with their talk, with their persuasion, deliv- 
ered to me Lee O'Neil Browne, if there was 
any delivery of anybody at any time during 


‘my election.” 


Conflict with Browne Testimony. 

Mr. Lorimer did not refer today to Browne 

as he did in his speech of last May, as a 
strong, high minded, God fearing, honorable 
man. But as he continued to stand by Mr. 
Browne, the following quotation from the 
latter’s testimony is pertinent: 
I told him, and I told them both (Shurtleff 
and Lorimer), that I should rely upon their 
word, their words as men, to see to it that no 
roll call was started for the election of Mr. 
Lorimer as senator until enough votes all 
told were secured. I told them that 
none would be cast with my consent unti) 
that time. 

Was your consent asked?’ 

“ A.—I was consulted or consulted myself 
with every one of the men that did vote for 
him. : I did finally assure him that 
there would be thirty Browne Democrats 
vote for him. I told them that, ac- 
cording to my best information that I could 
gather from talking with the members, that 
there would be thirty Browne Democrats that 
would vote for him.” 


Won Votes by Friendship. 

Mr. Lorimer took up the list of Democratic 
members of the legislature, and especially 
those who voted for him, explaining that 
personal reasons, principally due to long 
friendship Or to kindly acts which he had 
done for them, were responsible for their de- 
ser tion of their party. One of his friends was 
Senator Dailey, a Republican, who, he said, 
thus spoke to him in private conversation: 

“Lorimer, I wish I was free to vote for 
you. The people of my city want me to vote 
for you, but I cannot do it because I am 


„ 


man of any other party, to defeat Hopkins. 
In the testimony of Lee O'Neil Browne there 
1 the following paragraph: 

Q.—Did you ask Mr. Alschuler to vote for 
Mr. Lorimer? 

A.—Yes, I think I did. 

Mr. Lorimer asserted that Charles S. Luke 
voted for him because of his hatred of Hop- 
kins. Yet Browne testified that he talked 
with Luke about voting for Lorimer. It is 
established that Luke participated in the 
bathroom conferences at St. Louis and his 
widow told the investigating committee that 
he had in his possession between the first and 
second of these conferences the eum of §950, 


Error on Griffin Also, 

Mr. Lorimer said that Representative John 
Griffin was delivered to him by FHinky 
Dink Kenna, his friendship with whom was 
formed by a touching episode of their boy- 
hood days, when ‘‘ Hinky Dink gave him 
parts of the newepapers he was selling which 
had been taken from him by some,hoodlums. 

This is Griffin's testimony: | 

‘“‘Q.—Did Lee O'Neill Browne ever ask you 
to vote for him? A.—No, sir. 

„Did any one ever ask you to vote for 
him? A.—No, sir.“ 

Representative Henry Terrill swore that 
Griffin asked him to vote for Lorimer. 

J asked him what there would be in ft, 
and he said, ‘One thousand dollars, any- 
way.. 

Lee O' Neil Browne,” Mr. Lorimer said, 

‘was a man with whom I have been asso- 
ciated ever since I can remember.“ 

This ie Browne's a tat about their ac- 
quaintance: 

I would suggest to you, Mr. Austrian, that 
I never knew Senator Lorimer, except to see 
him and by reputation; a mere passing ac- 
quaintance prior to possibly the expiration 
of the first third of the session.“ 

Mr. Lorimer clalmed he had known Senator 
Broderick for years and always had enjoyed 
his support. He did not attempt to enter into 
any explanation of the sworn confession of 
Holstlaw that Broderick gave him—Holstlaw 

2,500 for voting for Lorimer. 


“Bell Wether” Is Defended. 

Referring to Manny Abrahams, termed 
first by Browne the bell wether of the leg- 
islature,’’ Mr. Lorimer said his friendship 
with this legislator dated back from the time 
when, as a conductor on the street railways 
of Chicago, he permitted peddlers to ride with 
their packs upon his car. ; 

We have our bell wether here,“ he con- 
tinued. ‘We have the Democratic belt 
wether. We have the insurgent bell wether; 
and when I happen to be absent from this 
chamber and the bell rings, anouncing the roll 
call, if I happen to step in the door in time, I 
hear the name of Senatoft Aldrich called. He 
is my bell wether; I know where my vote be- 
longs, and I vote as he voted, and if he hap- 
pens to be absent, I Hsten to the roll calluntil 
they come to the name of my distinguished 
colleague, Senater Cullom, and then, after he 
has voted, he becomes my bell wether. I 
know where to vote from that time on, and if 
I happen to get in a little later I wait for the 
roll call to reach Senator Gallinger’s name 
and after he hash voted I know my place, 
and then we go along a little farther, and if 
I happen to come in after the roll cal) I wait 
until Senator Lodge has voted. Then if I 
find that he and Senator La Follette have 
voted the same way I walt until somebody 
else has voted.” 


Appeal to “Old Guard,” 

Here was an astute appeal to the “ old 
guard to stand by a man ready and willing 
to do as they might direct. There was no 
question of any independence of thought, no 
question of the protection of the interests 
of the country, or those of the state of Hu- 
nois, beyond the consideration they might 
receive from Senator Aldrich and his fol- 
lowers. 

There are many other features of Mr. 


Lorimer’s speech capable of an easy an- 


swer by a production of the record. 

It is sufficient here to say that he did not 
attempt to answer the evidence presented 
and sought by the creation of sympathy to 
make votes for his retention in the senate. 


SPEECH MADE PY LORIMER. 


The speech of Senator Lorimer and the 
colloquy in regard to it fallow: 

“Mr. President, many questions have been 
suggested by the statements of senators in 
the debate on this case, those suggestions 
concerning mostly the actual conditions of 
my election to this body. 

“Did I organize the TI)linois legislature 
against Senator Hopkins? 

“Did I make Shurtleff speaker in order 
to be elected senator? 

“Did I make. Lee O’Neil Browne my agent, 
my corrupt agent? 

Why did I stay in Springfield during the 
contest? 

“For what purpose did I talk to Shephard 
in the speaker's room? 

Why did the Democrats vote for me? 

‘hese are some of the questions sug- 
gested by the statements of senators in op- 
position to the committee report, or openly 
put by them in the course of the debate. To 
these questions many sorts of answers have 
been given by my opponents. Some of these 
answers have been fanciful theories, some 
mere guesses, surmises. 

“There is only one kfnd of answer that 
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he would have been elected in the Republican 
caucus by a unanimous vote. 


“Gave Shurtleff No Support.” 

“This man Edward Shurtleff, whom the 
senator from South Dakota would have you 
believe to be a vile-and corrupt man, had 
twice before presided over thie body; and 
may I say, Mr. President, he was elected 
both times without help from me, or even 
without my knowledge until I saw the reports 
in the papers?“ 

The senator said he had only a speaking 
acquaintance with Shurtleff prior to Janu- 
ary, 1909, and as for the speaker being an 
enemy of Hopkins, he said Shurtleff was a 
candidate for reélection to the house at the 
urgent request of Hopkins. 

As the campaign went on,“ said Mr. Lori- 
mer, much talk was heard everywhere as to 
whether or not candidates would pay any at- 
tention to the advisory vote, and may I gay 
to the senator from South Dakota that it 
was the opinion of everybody in our state 
that nobody would need the advisory vote 
unless it happened that he had the plurality 
or che majority 


Says Primary Was 1 0 

MR. CRAWFORD Does the senator mean 
to distinguish the people of Illinois when he 
says that the candidates there all decided 
among themselves that they would disregard 
the vote of those people unless it happened 
to be in favor of the candidate? 

MR. LORIMER—I mean to say that the 
candidates there did not intend to regard the 


| primary vote. That is what I mean to say, 


and I mean to prove that by showing every 
candidate before the primary, whether he 
got the majority or not, was a candidate and 
was voted for during the session of the gen- 
eral assembly on almost every Dallot. 

Mr. Lorimer said Shurtleff deserted Hop- 
kine because the primary vote was two to one 
against the Aurora man, and supported Foss 
in accordance with a previous understanding 
to vote for the primary choice of his district. 
That explanation, Lorimer sajd, disposed of 
the statement that Shurtleff was a Lorimer 
henchman. Likewise, he disclaimed any alle- 
glance to himself on the part of Lee O'Neil 
Browne. 

Blames Deneen for Deadlock. 


Then the senator sought to prove that Gov. 
Deneen, and not he, was responsible for the 
deadlock. He said Hopkins could have been 
elected the first day, but that, though Lori- 
mer's friends voted for Hopkins, the gov- 
ernor’s followers refused to vote for the pri- 
mary nominee. 

very Republican member of the lower 
house with whom I am supposed to have in- 
fluence,” he said, voted for Mr. Hopkins, 
including the senator from the district that I 
live in. Ewery Republican member from the 
congressional! district that I represented voted 
for Senator Hopkins, and the record will 
show that Schumacher and Kittleman and 
Cruikshank and Ball and McNichols, all 
from my congressional district, voted for 
Senator Hopkins. 

Let me call your attention to this fact: 
that Gov. Deneen is, and was, the father 
of the direct primary, and he traveled from 
one end of our state to the other urging upon 
the people to send members to the joint as- 
sembly to make the direct primary vote the 


t+ law of our state, and but for him it would not 


have been on our statute books today. 


Primary Law at Fault. 

He used all the arguments that are used 
by the direct primary advocates in favor of 
sucha law. He was for it, and he got it, and 
when the roll call was had in the separate 
branches of our joint assembly the first roll 
call on the en Se what do we find by 
the record. 

We find that every member of that joint 
assembly from Gov. Deneen’s own legis- 
lative district voted for some person other 
than Senator Hopkins. 

*Senator Lundberg. Representative Church, 
Representative Fulton, from Mr. Deneen’s 
own district, some from bis own ward, and 
two from his own neighborhood, nominated 
through his influence and through the power 
of his organization—they voted against Mr. 
Hopkins for United States senator, and every 
member/ of his congressional “district ex- 
cept oné, Mr. Kowalski, voted against him, 
and Mr. Kowalski changed his vote the next 
day and never voted for Mr. Hopkins again. 


Says Deneen Beat Hopkins. 

“If. Gov. Deneen and his friends and the 
men who were promoting or were supposed 
to be promoting the candidacy of Senator 
Hopkins, had voted for him he would have 
been elected and, as proof of this statement, 
the record will show that they did go with 
these men that I have referred to and did 
vote exactly as Gov. Deneen told them to 
vote. And that was the day of the last roll 
call when I was elected to this body. 

Weeks before Gov. Deneen had told many 
of his friends to vote for me and they came 
and told me so, and I told them that I would 
not accept their support unless they went 
back to him and told him that if they once 
pledged their support to me that under no 
conditions would they ever break their word, 
and they did so. 

“And the day came when the governor 
called them in—the day before the roll call 
on which I was elected—the governor called 
these men into the mansion, into his office, 
and told them that they must not vote for 
Lorimer. He told them that it would be 
better to have no election, to allow nobody 
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or to the party politically, and if Mr. Deneen 
wanted to join with him he had no objection, ° 

The senator here proceeded to reply to the 
inquiry of Senator Root as to how the fifty- 
three Democratic votes for Lorimer were 
procured. He said his untiring work for the 
deep waterway had first attracted support 
of him by Democrats, Congressman Rainey 
of Illinois being one of the first. He recount- 
ed his work for waterway legislation up to 
and including the $20,000,000 bond issue. 

Mr. Lorimer said he was at Springfield ia 
January, 1900, not in connection with the 
senatorship fight, but in the interest of water- 
way legislation. He said Democratic legis- 
lators voted for him chiefly because of ad- 
miration for his work in behalf of the water- 
way. 

As an instance he cited State Senator 
Hearn, who unsuccessfuly sought to exact 
a promise that Lorimer would vote with the 
Democrats on the tariff, and, upon receiving 
a refusal, voted for Lorimer anyway. 


Tells of Peoria Delegation. 

“Then, we come to another one, Mr. Gor- 
man, who lives in Peoria, another Demo- 
erat,“ he continued, when they began dis- 
cussing the election of Lorimer, all the influ- 
ential people of his town came to Springfield— 
Democrats and Republicans alike. Peoria is 
on thé Illinois river, and they believe that 
the improvement of that river will work to 
the benefit of their great city, and the Dem- 
ocratic ex-mayor—the leader of the Demo- 
cratic organization—was among the men who 
came, and I never met Mayor O'Connor in 
my life until he came to Springfield, and 
those men urged their members of the legis- 
lature—Democrats and Republicans—to vote 
and to work for Lorimer, with the result that 
I secured the vote of Gorman, the Democrat; 
the vote of Black, and the vote of Butts, who 


had also been requested to vote for me by, 


Gov. Deneen. 

“The Republican senator came to me de- 
fore the roll was called and said: The peo- 
ple of my city want ms to vote for you, but 
I cannot do it. because I amchairman of Sen- 
ator Hopkins’ executive committee, or his 
steering committee, and I cannot, on account 
of that, vote for you, but I do wish you god- 
speed.’ 


* 
Says Waterway Won Link. 

“Mr. Link—you have heard much talk 
about Michael Link, one of the men who it 
has been said was bribed to vote for me. 
When I made the campaign in his senatorial 
district in Madison county, where I talked 
over night to all the way from a thousand 
to five thousand people, Michael Link was on 
the platform with me, and I told the people 
of his district; and I had there with me also 
the Republican members of the legislature, 
and I told the people of their districtsthat 
if this improvement was made they would 
owe as much to these men, including Link, 
as to anybody else in the county, and Madison 
county fronts on the river, and every man, 
woman, and child in the district is for tus im- 
provement and anxious that this work shall 
be done. 

“The next one I come to in the waterway 
group ts Representative Riley—a stanch old 
I’emocrat. I doubt if he ever voted for a Re- 
publican in his life, even for a supervisor 
of his township. But if there be a father 
of the waterway from the lakes to the gulf 
it is Representative Riley. 

If there be anything on earth that would 
make Riley leave his party—and I am sure 
that it is the only thing in the world that 
he would leave it for—it would be for the 
construction of a waterway from the great 
lakes to the Gulf of Mexico, and he was not 
only in this work but de was the leader and 
the father of it all, and championed it, and 
made it what it is more than twenty years 
ago. 


“Canal Also Won Shephard.” 

Mr. Staymates, another Democrat, whose 
hénesty no man on earth would impugn 
who ever knew him; he had devoted his 
time from the day we adopted the consti- 
tutfonal amendment up to this time to writ- 
ing to all the papers that would take his 
matter on this subject and he voted for me on 
that account. 

“Then we come to Henry Shephard, and 
what about Henry Shephard? When the oon- 
gressional party came back from New Or- 
leans to Washington at the opening of con- 
gress, I called a meeting of the men that 
had made the trip and we organized, among 
the members of congress, an association, 
and when I notified Mr. Rainey he told me 
he could not attend that night because his 
friend Henry Shephard was in town, and I 
invited Henry Shephard to come to that little 
dinner that we organized, and it was there 
that I first met Henry Shephard. 

It was there that he first became inter- 
ested in this work. It was at that time a 
friendship grew up between him and me that 
lasted until today. Henry Shephard was a 
member of the legislature and he was for this 
proposition all the way through.” 


Explains Alschuler Support. 

Mr. Lorimer said that his presence at 
Springfield was no proof of bribery, even if 
he was there seeking votes for United States 
senator. Gen. Logan, when a candidate, 
frequented Springfield, he said. 

Now we come to another set of Demo- 
crats that voted for Lorimer—the anti-Hop- 
kins Democrats,“ he continued. There was 
present in that general assembly Repre- 
sentative George Alschuler, and he voted for 


We have all heard his name on thie floor. 
What about De Wolf? De Wolf stated upon 
the stand that he was ready to vote for Hop- 
kins; that he wae going to try to get other 
men to vote for him in order to break the 
deadlock; he was tired of Springfield and 
wanted to get back to his farm and attend to 
his own business. 

„But everybody in Springfield knew that 
he would vote for any Republican or any 
Democrat in order to break the deadlock, so 
he could get back. home, and when the roll 
was called he voted for me, for the same rea- 
son that he wae willing to vote for anybody 
else.

me say now, that if it had not been for the 
support I received from Democrats in that 
congressional district when these assassins 
of character were trying to destroy me, I 
would nevér have been in the lower house of 
congress, much less occupying a seat in this 
body. 


“Never Deceived a Democrat.” 

„I never got one vote from a single Dem- 
ocrat under false pretenses. No Democrat 
that ever voted for me ever thought that 
when I went to congress I would support the 
principles of the great party to which he 
belonged. No Democrat ever was deceived 
into voting for me a seat in congress. Every- 
body knows, or, with God's help, everybody 
will know, where I stand on every question 
until my time shall come to leave this earth. 

„And so it was not by deception that I got 
here; it was not throughdeception that I re- 
ceived that support; Bor was it through de- 
ception that I received the vote of Senator 
Broderick when he voted for me for United 
States senator. 

And Senator Gorman, he is another Dem- 
ocrat that lived in the old district that I 
represented which gave a majority all the 
way from 5,000 to 7,000 on every election they 
had, except the three elections in which it 
sent me to congress.

It is not an evidence of any- 
thing, and cannot be of anything, either good 
or bad, and it could have had no other pur- 
pose except to unsettle the minds of senators 
and probably lead them to believe that 
maybe something was wrong. 

„O. Mr. President, if the securing of Demo- 
cratic votes either for myself or for my 
party or for the candidates of my party is 
an evidence of corruption, then I have been 
a corruptionist ever since I was a boy.” 


Describes Rise in Politics. 

The senator recounted his rise as a political 
organizer in Democratic territory. 

“I began to organize,” he said, not to be- 
come a leader in my party but to take care 
of my own precinct two days in a year and 
see that the ballots were there for Republic- 
ans wien they came to vote. That precinct 
was organized and then the other precincts 
were organized because once the political 
virus is injected into the white man there is 
no telling where it stops. 

“So I went into the next precinct and or- 
ganized, andhow? With Republicans? No; 
there were no Republicans there. I organ- 
ized it with Democrats, young men of my 

who had never been tied up to their 

, but they were Democrats because 
their good fathers were Democrats, They 
joined with us and we organized one precinct 
after another until the whole ward was or- 
ganized. We did not go out and cal) the Dem- 
ocrats names; we did not abuse Democrats. 
We told them the things that our party 
stood for and we asked them to join us on 
that account. After a while, with energy 
and industry, we had a splendid organization 
in every precinct in the ward, and we were 
not in politica, or at least we did not know 
we were, but we had not been in politics over 
two years until we sent a Republican alder. 
man to the council from that ward, and that 
organization spread from that ward to other 
wards until the Republican leaders of our 
county began to look to that part of the coun- 
ty for their Republican majorities. Except

Organization Based on Good. 

“This organization, my friends, was bred 
not in lies, not in denunciation, but in prin- 
ciple and fostered by what we thought was 
the truth and good for each other. It was 
not long until the leaders of the party looked 
to our territory, and without knowing it or 
without knowing why, I was pushed forward 
and made the leader of that Democratic sec- 
tion. of the county for my party.

Deneen Calls Lorimer Speech False; 
Says Accusations Constitute Trick. 


Governor asserts charges against self were made to cloud issue and prevent 
exposure of corruption by bi-partisan ring in state legislature. Did not agree 
to be candidate, and urged defeat of junior senator. 


PRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 22—[Spe- 
cial.]—‘* But what does all this have to 
do with the charge that Senator Lori- 
mer was ejected by the corrupt use of 
money.“ 

With these words Gov. Deneen closes a 
statement made tonight in reply to that por- 
tion of Senator Lorimer’s speech in the Uni- 
ted States senate wherein the juntor senator 
attempted further to complicate the issue in 
his case. Gov. Deneen's statement follows: 

“T have only such meager information re- 
garding the speech made by Senator Lorimer 
today as appeared in the afternoon editions 
of the Springefild papers. I notice, however, 
that he followed the course which I have 
often observed is followed by men charged 
with serious offenses in Cook county when I 
was state’s attorney there, of trying to es- 


| cape explanation of the facts against him by 


making charges against men who are not on 
trial. He has followed the courseof Mr. Erb- 
stein, one of the attorneys for Mr. Lee O'Neil 
Browne, who was recently tndicted and tried 
in the criminal courts of Cook county for jury 
bribing and who refrained from going on the 
witness stand to testify under oath, where he 
could be cross-examined, and, instead, made 
a speech to the jury where his statements 
were not subject to the rules of cross-exam- 
ination.

„Mr. Lorimer in his speech ch*~ges: 

„1.— That I consented-to become a candi- 
date for senator and then immediately with- 
drew. This is not true. I never gave my 
consent to him or anybody else to become a 
candidate, but, on the contrary, refused to 
do so and stated to every one who spoke 
to me upon the subject that I refused to 
become a candidate and would not accept the 
office if elected. 

“2 —He charges that Edward Shurtleff be- 
came speaker of the house becauee I threat- 
ened to deprive representatives of patronage 
should they vote for tim, and that I tried 
to elect one of my friends as Speaker. Neither 
of these charges is true. I threatened no one 
with taking patronage from him, nor did I 
ask any member to vote for any particular 
person for speaker. I urged the Republicans 
to go into a Republican caucus and abide by 
the will of the majority as expressed there; 
and had Mr. Shurtleff been selected as Re- 
publican candidate for speaker in a Repub- 
lican caucus, amy man who would have fol- 
lowed my advice would have supported him.

“The same situation arose here last month 
at the beginning of the present session of 
the general assembly. Mr. Shurtleff and his 
friends agaim refused to go into the regular 
Republican caucus. The other sixty-four 
Republicans, most of whom were my friends, 
went into the caucus and there selected Mr.

„g. Senator Lorimer states that I could 
have elected Mr. Hopkins senator at any 
time. In view of the fact that he charges 
in the same breath that I could not elect a 
speaker, this statement falls by its own 
weight and needs no further refutation. 

4. He states that Mr. Shurtleff was one of 


Mr. Hopkins’ managers. This will be news in

5. He has added to the list of candidates, 
whom he claimed in his speech of May 28, 
1910, that he submitted to me, Mr. George

„8. He states ‘I urged him [Deneen] to: 
become a candidate, telling him I believed 
he would re-unite our party torn asunder by 
factional strife.

the house. 

“No one who is familiar with the situation

Gov. Deneen added that he wanted to re- 
iterate his previous statement, made on May

friends were against him until a minority of 
the Republican members, who were in har- 
mony with Senator Lorimer and Speaker 
Shurtleff, had effected an organization of the 
house of representatives with the aid of the 
Democratic members.

EXTRA SESSION IS EXPECTED, 


Insurgents in Senate May Filibuster 
Postoffice Appropriation. 


Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 22.—The Canadian par- 
Hament today formally declared political 
loyalty to Great Britain. The declaration 
was made as an answer to allegations that 
reciprocity with the United States will re- 
sult in annexation. | 

Neither the government nor the opposition 
intended to make this declaration when the 
house opened at 3 p. m. They were sur- 
prised when the proposal was sprung from 
the French Nationalist group, which has 
been charged freely with disloyalty for its 
stand on the naval issue. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier and R. L. Borden, 
leader of the opposition, had planned that 


the reciprocity debate follow its regular’ 


course, and the prime minister had moved 
the house into committee for that purpose, 
when F. D. Monk, the chief French Na- 
tionalist, declared that in Canada, the Unit- 
ed States, and Great Britain some public 
men and a part of the press had stated that 
annexation was bound to follow reciprocity. 
He believed there was no genuine annexation 
sentiment in Canada, and that a statement 
to that effect should be formally made. 


Keep Bonds to Britain Intact. 

He therefore moved an amendment declar- 
ing that with a view to dispelling the feeling 
of unrest created in Canada by comments 
made in the United States and Canada as 
to the political consequences of the agree- 
ment the house wishes to affirm emphatically 
its determination to preserve intact the bonds 
which unite Canada to the British empire and 
the full Hberty of Canada to control her 
fiscal policy and interna} autonomy. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier accepted the Monk 
amendment, though in doing so he adopted 
the most unusual course of accepting an 
amendment to a government motion from 
an opponent of the administration. The 
amendment Was adopted without a dissent- 
ing voice, but before the vote was reached 
there was an expression of opinion from 
leading members of the house. 


Laurier. Scoffs at Annexation. 

This discussion in which we are engaged 
has given rise to a great deal of comment on 
both sides of the line,“ said Laurier. ‘‘ Men 
there are in the United States who have in- 
terpreted this agreement as meaning ulti- 
mately the annexation of Canada. Men 
there are on this side of the line who have 
taken the same position, but I am glad to 
say there is not one man on tunis side of the 
house who has ever thought of any euch 
thing. 

But i it is necessary in order to strengthen 
the wavering faith of the honorable gentle- 
man opposite I have no objection to accept- 
ing the motion and to say that this discus- 
sion will im no way affect or jeopardize the 
allegiance of this country to the mother- 
land. This motion affirms a principle of 
which everybody is persuaded, and which no 
one need to affirm.’’ 

Others Express Fears. 

„J can tell the prime minister this,“ said 
Mr. Borden, that if this reciprocity propo- 
sition means anything it means commercial 
union between Canada and the United States 
in the end.“ 

Mr. Borden declared he was of the opinion 
that the American congrese had not accepted 


the proposal on economic grounds but be- 


cause if would lead to political absorption.” 
W. F. MacLean declared there was the 
germ of annexation in the agreement which 
had been “ concocted ”’ by Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier, the new czar of Canada,” and Presi-

Washington, D. C., Feb. 22— The chaotic 
conditions existing tonight in the United 
States senate add materially to the proba- 
bility of an extra session of congress. 

In fact, indications began to multiply today 
that the senate leaders, having become con- 
vinced that an extra session is unavoidable, 
have decided to throw into that session a 
great deal more than the Canadian reciproc- 
ity agreement, which really will be the cause 
for the convening of the new congress. 

This, it is charged by the advocates of 
reciprocity, will be done for the purpose of 
peclouding the issue as much as possible and 
to delay the ratification of the agreement by 
much the same tactics that have character- 
ized the present session.

HAS OPPOSITION 


Senator Hale Says It Means 
Surrender of Our Com- 
mercial Advantage. 


LODGE MAKES DEFENSE, 


California Senate Adopts Resolu- 
tion Urging Rejection of 
the Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—[Special. }~ 
The new treaty with Japan favored by Pres- 
dent Taft and designed to replace the exigt- 
ing treaty and eliminate restrictions upon 
immigration met with unexpected resistance 
today in thesenate. The developments of the 
day were: 

Treaty which was favorably reporte@by 
senate committee opposed by Senatoer 
Hale and defeated by Senator Lodge. 

California senate adopted resolution 
urging congress to refuse to assent to 
the treaty. 

Senator Hale in his speech declared that 
the treaty represented a voluntary surrender 
by the administration of a commercial ad 
vantage which this country by rights would 
enjoy for another year over the nations of 
Europe with whom Japan 18 negotlating new 
commercial relations. 

Senator Lodge, who reported the treaty 
from the committee on, foreign relations 
which agreed to report it after its provisions 
had been explained by Secretary of State 
Knox, was unable to satisfy the objectora, 


Lodge Shows Much Feeling, 

Considerable feeling was exhibited by MA 
Lodge in answering the Maine setiator’s crith 
cisme, It had been expected that there mighs 
be some opposition from Pacific coast sete 
ators because of the elimination from the’ 
new treaty of all reference to the immigra- 
tion of laborers as covered by the existing 
treaty of 1804, which the new convention is 
The western sens. 


An executive session of the senate was 
convened shortly after 5 o’clock tonight to 
consider the new treaty. Several genaterp 
were immediately curious to know why there 
was such haste to have the treaty. ratifiek 
Although this reason was not stated thegen- 
eral belief was that the committee desired 
action before the western states had time 0 
memorialize their representatives to oppose 
it, should the elimination of the immigration 
clause be deemed obnoxious to the interests 
of the Pacific slope. Senator Lodge stated 
that the administration desired prompt rati- 
fication as an additional proof of the cor. 
diality of this government toward Japan. 


Hale Blocks Program. 

The treaty might have slipped through had 
it not been for Mr. Hale. Mr. Lodge had 
made a speech declaring that there was no 
danger of objectionable immigration under 
the treaty, because that question would be 
taken care of by laws and police regulationa, 
and for the additional reason that Japan, 
through diplomatic channels, had assured 
this government of her intention to eereim 
the most rigid control of passports. At this © 
point, however, Mr. Hale imerposed objeo- 
tions to ratification, 

No fault was expressed by the Maine sena- — 
tor with the immigration feature, but he 
charged that it involved reciprocity with 
Japan as objectionable to orthodox proteo 
tionists as that contemplated in the ceciproe 
ity agreement with Caneda. 

Mr. Hale’s comment aroused great interest. 
On every side senators who had been dis- 
posed to accept without question the report 
of the committee on foreign relations pressed 
him for an explanation. With a display of 
sarcasm Mr. Hale told his colleagues that 
they would do well to “take nothing for 
granted since the Canadian agreement was

The Hearst-Harrison steam roller, which 
bas been the chief feature of the daily 
fraudeville staged by the election commis- 
sioners, blew up at the close of the last per- 
formance at midnight, severely injuring over 
400 non-bystanders.

First Letter of the Kind in 
Mayoralty Campaign Is 
Made Public.

Pioneer Cut Opposite Culebra Is 
Filled with Rock and Earth. 


PUZZLE FOR THE ENGINEERS. 


Theories Upset by Descent of 500,000 
Cubic Yards of Material. 


COLON, Feb. 22.—Upsetting all theories 
and all estimates, 500,000 cubic yards of rock 
and earth slid into the pioneer out just oppo- 
site the town ofo Culebra. It is one of the 
worst slides the canal commission engineers 
have had to contend with. It is worse than 
any previous slide,sfrom the fact that others 
could be explained or even predicted 

May Change Canal Plans, 

The latest avalanche of earth changes canal 
plans materially. It makes it seem necessary 
that the entire prism shall be enlarged suffi- 
ciently to prevent any occurrences of thesort 
after the completion of the canal. There 
seems to be no doubt that all of Gold Hill 
will have to be removed, which in itself isa 
considerable undertaking, and 835,000 yards 
of the slide itself represents waste. The re- 
mainder it was intended to remove. 


Slide Is Without Precedent, 

It always has been held that slides were 
caused when heavy rainfall made the earth 
suggy, and the sloping beds of rock beneath 
slippery. When the weight overcame ad- 
hesion and when concussion of dynamite 
blasts gave sufficient impetus It was believed 
the slides took place. But the Gold Hu 
slide is without precedent. There have been 
no heavy rains in this section for six weeks 
and there has been no blasting in the vicinity 
for more than a year.

American Seriously Wounded. 

Mexicali, Mex., Feb. 22.—An American 
member of the insurgent band, seid to be

the incident, Clark was shot by a Yaqui 
Indian, a scout. 

The Indian now is under arrest. Gen. 
Berthold alleged that the man accidentally 
shot himself while climbing over a wire 
fence. Berthold denounced the American 
Red Cross, saying it had refused to send @ 
surgeon to attend Clark.

State Senators Juul and O'Connor have 
served notice upon the representatives of 
the city and sanitary district that unless 
they can agree upon the relations of these 
two bodies in the eonstraction of an outer 
harber for Chicago there will be no legisla- 
tien on this project at the present session. 
This is the old story. Officials who are 
sent to represent Chicago's interests to the 
legislature wrangle and divide, with the re- 
eult to the city of nothing. 
The community is sick of this sort of 
folly. 
Do the city officials and sanitary district 
intend to keep faith with the public on this 
harbor question? 
Our harbor needs are imperative and woll 
understood. We have waited far too long 
for their relief. We want no more delay. 
The city council has declared for a public 
harbor, municipally owned and publicly op- 


| vated. A year ago the council committee 


on harbor, wharves, and bridges met with a 
committee of the drainage board and began 
to arrange terms for codperation. It was 
assumed that the city was not in a financial 
position to proceed. It was assumed that 
the sanitary district could and would pro- 
ceed if authorized. Now we find two bills 
befare the assembly and two camps squab- 
‘bling over terms. Most remarkable is the 
point at issue. The sanitary‘trustees ask 
that the sanitary district be given the abso- 
lute right to proceed after one year. Ald, 
Foell is quoted as proposing that five years 
be allowed the city, declaring that the city 
no has a larger amount of bonds available 
than the district. 

Ald. Foell, if he was correctly reported, is 
in a peculiar position. He knows, or ought 
to know, that it the city has more bonds in 
the aggregate available, it has not more 
available for harbor construction. He also 
knows that the postponement of the begin- 
ning of harbor work during a term of five 
years will not be tolerated if the business 
community is at last awake to the vital 
interest of the community in this public im- 
provement.

MONG the pecullar features of the 
recent royal libel case in London is 
the fact that the prisoner, Mylius, 
has never, to this day, met personally 
his American employer, Edward Hol- 
ton James, who now occupies two apart- 
ments in the Rue St. Dominique, in Paris, 
and who was for six months city editor of a 
Milwaukee newspaper. It seems that when, 
two years ago, James interested himself in 
behalf of some Indian agitators, who were 
being prosecuted in London for sedition, he 
was referred by one of them to Mylius as 
likely to become a useful agent for him in 
England, and as a man with advanced ideas 
regarding republican forms of government 
A correspondence ensued, and Mylius be- 
came James’ agent in London for the pro- 
motion of republican ideas; but everything 
between them was done in writing, and they 
have never seen one another. 
1 — 
Up to the time of his employment by 
James, two years ago, Mylius was engaged 
in minor clerical work in a mercantile 


$500 a year. He abandoned this when James 
offered him three times the amount to 
look after his propaganda in London, and, 
above all, to hunt data for him in the great 
national] library in the British museum. 

In spite of his odd name, Mylius is an 
Englishman, has had a grammar school edu- 
cation, and considerably younger than the 
years attributed to him by the court and 
by the press, is a man of undigested, dis- 
ordered instruction, of warped judgment, 
and of misdirected enthusiasm, 

The sentence of twelve months’ imprison- 
ment passed upon Mylus is a light one, all 
things considered, for it is not accompanied 
by hard labor, and will be spent not in any 
penitentiary, but in Holloway jail, along 
with the judgment debtors and militant suf- 
fragets. Holloway jail is the counterpart 
in London of Ludlow street jail in New 
York. 


— 

It is a great mistake to tmagine that, if 
King George yields to the demands of the 
cabinet, and creates 4 sufficient number of 
peers to give the administration the legis- 
lative majority in the house of lords, either 
he or the premier will go out into the high- 
ways to offer peerages to any one for the 
asking. The stories printed on both sides of 
the Atlantic to the effect that the Liberal 
whips are going about among the rich men 
of their party with notebooks, making a 
list of those who are willing to accept coro- 
nets, and of the amount which they are will- 
ing to pay for them, in the shape of sub- 
scriptions to the campaign funds of the 
Liberal party,“ are without foundation. 

What King George and the premier havé 
determined to do in the event of a wholesale 
creation of peers becoming necessary for 
legislative purposes is to bestow baronies on 
the eldest sons of Liberal peers; in a word, 
to cal] them to the upper house during the 
lifetime of their fathers instead of waiting 
for the death of the latter. In this way the 
Liberal voting force of the house of lords 
would be largely increased without actually 
a usmenting the peerage, since all the new 
honors would be merged intd the older 
ones on the succession of the ayy barons 
to their fathers’ honors. 

~~. 

This is the plan Willam IV. proposed to 
the Whig ministers in May, 1882, when they 
sought from him the creation of a sufficient 
number of Whig peers to force the reform 
bill through the house of lords. King WII- 
liam made one condition—namely: that the 
eldest sons of all Whig peers should be called 
to the house of lords by their fathers’ minor 
titles before any other Whig peers were 
created. In those days there were thirty-. 
nine heirs of Whig peers available for the 
purpose, and the number needed to secure the 
passage of the reform bill through the lords 
was forty. This necessitated the creation 
of only two peers from outside of the peer- 
age. In the present instance the proportion 
would be larger. 

Among the sons of Liberal peers who 
could thus be called to the upper house this 
year are Lord Ribblesdale’s son, the Hon. 
Charles Lister, nephew of Premier and Mrs. 
Asquith, and who recently deserted the So- 
clalist camp to entef the diplomatic service 


as an attaché. He relinquished his former 


Socialist friends and associates because in 
public prints and in speeches théy had gone 
out of their way to assai! various members 
of his family in a particularly vigorous fash- 
fon. I understand that his first post is to be 

at Washington, where he will be under the 
guidance and command of Ambassador 
‘Bryce.

Then there is Lord Wodehouse, who is the 
eldest son and heir of the Earl of Kimberley. 
The Ear! Russell's brother and heir, the 
Hon. Bertrand Russell, married to ah Amert- 
can woman, the daughter of Robert Pearsall 
Smith of Philadelphia, is an enthusiastic Lib- 
eral, and would constitute a valuable addition 
to the government forces in the house of 
lords. And so, too, would the Marquis of 
Northampton’s eldest son, who bears the 
courtesy title of Earl Compton, and whoisan 
officer of the household cavalry. 

There is also the eldest son and heir of 
Lord Joicey, and the son of Lord Furness. 
In fact, there fs a long list of adult sons of 
Liberal peers, who will be summoned to the 
house of lords, either by virtue of one of 
their fathers’ minor honors or else by means 
of brand new baroniés, before any other 
additions will be made to the upper house 
of the national legislature.

T the end of the third act of Secret 
Service the hero, as all playgoers know, 
‘betrays his country for the sentimental 
reason that the heroine likewise turns 
traitor to hers. According to the con- 
ventional rules of earthly conduct this devia- 
tion from the strict line of patriotic duty should 
be abhorred, and both culprits ought, in the 
next act, to be severely penalized. But so broad 
and compassionate is the human outlook upon 
matters of the kind that when Mr. Gillette’s 
admirable ingenuity contrives a moderately 
happy terminal for the episode, every one is 
gratified, and so the play, for that and other 
excuses, becomes a worthy fixture of American 
melodrama. 
For while the treason they despise, 
The traitor still they love. 


It is possible to imagine Mr. Gillette reading 
“Secret Service to his critical friends years 
ago, before it was produced. Probably he was not 
‘addicted’ to that habit, but in case he was one 
cap hear them object something in this; fashion: 
“It will never do, William, bes -ause that 
scathing monosyllable spy describes nothing 
beloved by the playgoer. No matter how heroic 
he is, it is the world's ‘dirty work’ that he 
does, and naught can purge the stain it leaves 
on characters It is a part of his courage to be 
base, and of his devotion to be treacherous. 
And when at the crisis he weakens and, be- 
trays his government as he has been betraying 
its enemies, it is asking vour public to pay for 
something they will not buy. If vou insist 
upon writing about a spy, write about him for 
the ‘high brows.” Let him be itmmovably 
faithful to the Star Spangled Banner, confess 
his character to his southern sweetheart, and 
then expiate his adventurous dnd patriotic pro- 
pensities at the end of a rope. Since your play 
cannot be popular, make ag at least, artistic.“

Buyers held the adv antage in the market 
for live stock at Chicago yesterday and lower 
prices were made for cattle. sheep, and 
lambs. 
at an advance of 5@10c on the strength of 
disappointing receipts and a brisk demand 
for fresh pork products. Killing operations 
at the leading packing houses were suspend- 
ed at midday on account of the holiday, and 
this afforded packers an opportunity to exert 
bearish pressure after they had secured suffi- 


clent stock to keep their butchers busy the 


few working hours that they were employed. 
Lambs suffered most from this cause and 
closed at a decline of 15@25c from opening 
figures. Native steers sold at a loss of large- 
ly 10@15c from Monday’s prices and topped 
at $6.00, against $7.05 that day. Hogs reached 
an extreme high point of 57.

Having no urgent. requirements to meet pack- 
ers used the approaching Lenten season as a club 
to pound prices and had little difficulty in. con- 
vincing holders that higher prices were not in 
order in spite of the light movement of cattle 
from nearby feed lots. A few shipping orders 
were filled early at steady figures, but the trade 
did not get into full swing until nearly noon, and

MORE INTEREST IN DRY GOODS 
ROUSED BY NEW YORK SALE. 


Buyers Turn to Embroidery Market as 
Result of Heine Offerings—Quiet in 
Wholesale District. 


New York, Feb. 22.—[Special.]—In the dry 


good market the interest of buyers is quick- 
ened by an extensive sale of embroideries 
inaugurated by Arnold B. Heine & Co. The 
sale brought into the market a number of 
buyers representing department store trade, 
jobbers, and cutters-up. General interest in 
white goods is manifesting itself, as prices of 
staple and specialty lines are beng well main- 
tained. The majority of buyers feel it wise 
for them to cover their forward requirements 


at ruling prices. 

General observance of Washington’s birthday 
made the market quiet in wholesale trade. With 
the exception of a few importers and one or two 
jobbing houses, that were o ed to get out rush 
orders, the wholesale district remained closed.

Tentative plans for the amalgamation of 
the state retail lumber dealers’ organizations

Reviews Activity in Litigation, 
Mr. Joslyn, reviewing a dozen years of 
activity in trade association litigation, men- 
tioned pending litigation in the Supreme 
court, where it is sought to dissolve the Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana Retail Lumber Deal- 


ers’ association. 

Acting on his opinion, the supply dender who 
have been acting as a voluntery association, voted 
to incorporate their body.

The plumbers’ officials called a strike in 
all „combination shops, affecting about 
twenty places in which poth plumbers and 
steamfitters are employed. 

Simon O’Donnell and other business agents 
of the plumbers’ union also threaten to ex- 
tend the war against the employers and the 
rival steamfitters’ union until all trades at- 
filiated with the Chicago’ Building Trades 
council are involved. O'Donnell is president 
of the council. 

This threat took the form of an ultimatum 
to the employers that a general strike of 
building trades crafts will be called next 
week unless the members of the rival union 
of steamiitters are discharged and steam- 
fitters in the plumbers’ union substituted. 


Employers Threaten Lockout. 

As à result, contractors threaten to bring 
on a lockout similar to the one in 1900, unless 
the unions patch up their internal differ- 
ences before the spring activity begins. 

A new wage agreement signed on Monday 
by officers of the Chicago Master Steam- 
fitters’ association, the Heating and Ventilat- 
ing engineers, and the officials of the Steam- 
fitters’ Protective association, local No. 2 of 
the International association, was the direct 
cause of this new strike. 

The agreement runs for four years, from 
April 1, 1911, and by it 780 men get increases 
in pay. From the beginning of the contract 
to April 1, 1912, the scale will be 70 cents an 
hour, or 88. O a day; for the second year the 
scale will be 72 cents an hour, or $5.76 a day, 
and for the succeeding years 75 cents an hour, 
or $6aday. Under the old agreement, which 


rexpires April 1, the scale is 68% cents an 


hour, or $5.50 a day. 


Try to Block Agreement. 

Efforts were made by President O' Donnel! 
and Business Agents Thomas Kearney and 
James Garvin of the plumbers’ union to block 
the agreement. Back of the fight is the 
charge that the steamfitters’ union no long- 
er is simon pure,“ because it recently was 
ousted from the building trades department. 
The plumbers are forming a dual union 
of steamfitters.

FINISHED STEEL TRADE G00D 


Demand in Various Lines of In- 
dustry Is Sustained. 


CAST IRON PIPE IS ACTIVE. 


Northwestern’s Rail Order for 40,000

New York, Feb. 22.—{Special.]—The Iron 
Age will say. today: 

»The developments of the last week eup- 
port the view that the buying movemert in 
finished material which started in m d-Jan- 
uary is not a mere rebound from the ex- 
tremely restricted buying of the closing week 
of 1910. The rate at which new orders have 
been taken this month by the leading interest 
is greater than that of Januuary. 

“At the same time, shipments have in- 
creased probably 20 per cent, with the larger 
scale of mill operations in all lines. To those 
who consult only the residue of unfilled 
orders at the end of the month the figures 
for February will need to be interpreted in 
the light of the two favorable factors—anen- 
larged demand for future shipment and an 
increased current consumption; one tending 
to increase and the other to recuce the un- 
filled total. Railroads are better buyers than 
is arrange credited. 


Gooa Buying of Track Supplies. 

“Buying of track supplies has been excellent. The 
Lake Shore hae closed for 24,000 kegs of spikes 
and 5,000 kegs-of track bolts. Frogs and switch 
works are running fuller and electric railroad buy- 
ing both for rails and supplies is much more of a 
factor. The Manchurian railway has placed 1,000 
tons of frogs and switches in this country. The 
lighter finished lines continue to lead in activity. 
Wire and tin plate mills are running to 90 per cent 
of capacity. 


Cast Iron Pipe Active. 


„Cast iron pipe usually a criterion of influences 
operating broadly in the iron market, has been 
quite active and a large tonnage is pending for 
municipalities and corporations. The leading maker 
took a 5,000 ton contract at Chicago of 6 to 12 
inch pipe. Milwaukee is in the market for 10,000 
tons. 

„A Canadian mill which bought 15,000 tons of 
open heath billets from Gary in January has taken 
an additional 10,000 tons. Ata Pittsburg meeting 
of twenty billet and sheet bar makers Feb. 17 an 
advance was favored by some companies, but no 
action was taken. One large interest is limiting 
sales at present prices to the first quarter. The 
pig iron market is firmer, particularly in the cen- 
tral west. At a meeting of the furnace interests 
at Cleveland, Feb. 17, the outlook was reported 
more favorable, particularly in basic iron, which 
Valley furnaces are now generally holding at §14. 
At Cincinnati sales of basic amounting to 25,000 
tons are reported, deliveries in one case extending 
through their requirements for the second halt. 
For that delivery furnaces are asking 50 cents ad- 
vance and sales of southern No. 2 iron are reported 
at $11.50, Birmingham, fo rthe third quarter.“

PLAN HARD FIGHT 
‘ON MAIL HAULAGE 


Roads’ Protests for More Pay 
to Be Presented to Postal 
Authorities. 


282 LINES REPRESENTED. 


Committee Speaks for Practical- 
ly All of the Mileage in 
the United States. 


4 


Protests on behalf of the railroads of the 
country against the present systemof paying 
the roads for carrying tne United States 
mails are to be presented shortly to the postal 
authorities. The case of the roads will be 
set forth, probably, by a delegation of off- 
clals before officials of the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington or a committee of con- 
gress. 

The claims of the roads are in many ways 
the same as those that have been presented 
in previous years. that they are being paid 
inadequately for the service performed, but 
this year they will be based on a comprehen- 
sive report made by a committee on railway 
mail pay which has gathered statistics from 
practically all the roads which handle mall. 

The committee represents 282 roads, oper- 
ating 208,526 miles of line, or practically. 
ali of the railway mileage of the country. 


Three Recommendations Are Made. 

The roads will present arguments on three 
recommendations made by the mail pay com- 
mittee in its report, which has been sent to 
all of the roads. The recommendations are: 

Thet authority be given the postmaster gen- 
era! to allow compensation for apartment cars; 
that relief be given for performing messenger 
service between the railroad stations and the 
postoffices on short line routes; and that ad- 
justment be made annually of the weight of 
mall ¢arried per day and payments made eo- 
cordingly. 

The roads are now paid, in addition to the 
tonnage rates, for the use of special postal 
cars over forty feet in length, but not for the 
smaller apartment cars, of which there are 
about 3,800, as compared with 1,400 postoffice 
cars, and they claim they should be pald for 
the space required for the mail as well as 


for the weight, on the ground that about 
twenty-two tons of car weight is required to 
handle three tons of mail, on account of the 
space required for sorting, etc. They say 
that 90 per cent of their present pay is only 
for the weight and that they receive but 10 
per cent for space. 


Want Pay for Deliveries. 


Regarding the messenger service, the roads be- 
lieve they should be paid for delilvering mail} 
from their e which they are re- 
quired to do on smal! mail rout 
est protest is againat the 
the compensation by weighing the mail once in four 
years. With an estimated inorease of 6 per cent 
each year, the railroads assert they are carrying 
thts increased weight of mail at their own - 
pense. thus furnishing to the government nearly 
$3,000,000 worth of service per year without gom- 
pensation. j 

Aims at Baggage Safety. 

The Northwestern railway has Inaugureted « 
epecial campaign among its employés to increase 
the safety and prompt handling of baggage.

The Tues- 
ay market here was marked by a strong 
rebound in prices. 

Everybody was eager to know whether the 
1Engish market would follow the bull lead. 
The cable proved disappointing to those hop- 
Ome for relief from recent depression in 
prices. 

The 1:30 p. m. cable was steady to Kd lower 
and the closing cable gave a flat decline of 
%4@ in wheat futures, one private message 
claiming ½d loss in the March price. The 
Liverpool corn market also weakened and 
was quoted at ud loss for the day. This 
weakness abroad in the two leading cereals 
following a strong and higher closing in 
both wheat and corn is likely to precipitate 
a fresh selling campaign in all markets on 
this side. 


Bearish Features in Sight.
